VICHY, July 8—Chief of State 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petain. de­ 
claring that "it la a question of 
survival of the country,” appeal­

today French workers

more volunteers to go to Ger­ 
many. 
In a broadcast over the Vichy 
radio Marshal PeUin said it was 
necessary to send more French 
workers to Germsny to enable 
prisoners 
of w sr 
to return 
to 
France. 
(EDITOR S NOTE: German au­ 
thorities have agreed to exchange 
war 
captives for every 
French 
worker volunteering his services 
in 
Nasi war 
factories and 
on 
Reich 
farms. Chief of 
Govern­ 
ment Pierre Laval, principal col­ 
laborationist, first presented the 
German offer to the French peo­ 
ple. He indicated recently that 
the response was nowhere near 
the proportions 
desired, stating 
th at only 5,000 prisoners of war 
had been released by the Ger­ 
mans.) 
Urging 
further 
cooperation 
from the workers, Marshal PeUin 
said: 
“It is a question of survival of 
the country . . . . we need farm 
workers to feed hungry men, 
women and children.”

An official broadcast 
said that 200,000 Germans had 
been massed on the west bank of 
the Don river in preparation for 
a crossing. 
PARIS 
A radio announcement 
said 
that 
Russian 
troops had 
launched a large-scale “diversion” 
attack in the Taganrog sector 
west of Rostov. 
Accuracy Forgotten 
Military' commentators recalled 
that ever since Adolf Hitler took 
over supreme command of the 
German army the communiques of 
the Nazi high command lost their 
previous 
reputation 
for 
unvar­ 
nished accuracy. It was over his 
signature, for example, that the 
Germans on countless occMions 
have “annihilated'’ the whole Rus­ 
sian army and only last week he 
made the claim that General Sir 
Claude 
Auchinleck'a 
forcea 
in 
Egypt had been wiped out. 
The Nazi communiques in their 
present form are almost invari­ 
ably framed to lift up the morale 
of the home front and. if possible 
break or weaken that of the en­ 
emy. 
Gravity Not Denied 
Russian 
announcements 
have 
made no attempt to disguise the 
gravity of the situation in the 
Ukraine, but no positive evidence 
has yet been offered that the Ger­ 
mans actually have crossed the 
Don in force or severed the rail 
line which connects Moscow with 
the great Agrarian and industrial 
regions of the south.

U. S ., DUTCH SIGN PACT 
WASHINGTON, July 8 — The 
United States today signed a mu­ 
tual aid and economic pact with 
the Netherlands. 


NEW YORK. July 8 — All of 
the delicate finesse of modern 
science was brought into play at 
Bellevue hospital today to save 
the life of an infant girl, unable 
to receive food in the regular 
manner since her birth on July 
the Fourth. 
The child, bom to Mrs. Irene 
Salcedo, 19. is being fed through 
1 the lower part of her esophagus, 
which waa brought outside her 
body in an emergency operation 
performed by Dr. Charles W. Les­ 
ter of the children’s surgical staff. 
Penetrating the cheat wall. Dr 
Lester retracted the lung, freed 
the lower part of the esophagus 
and closed the opening into the 
trachea. 
Then he brought the lower end 
of the esophagus out through the 
, chest wall. 
Emergency feeding 
will be continued until the child's 
condition permits the re-joining of 
the two parts of the esophagus. 
Surgeons at the hospital said 
that the outside-the-body method 
of feeding presented 
the 
only 
chance of saving the life of the 
child, one of twin girls born to 
Mrs. Salcedo. 
Both 
were premature 
births 
Mrs. Salcedo having been rushed 
to the hospital in a taxicab by 
her husband, Nemasio, early on 
Independence Day. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
8 The 
Senate appropriations committee 
today rushed work on a $1,809,- 
000.000 bill to provide the nation 
with new “secret weapons of war” 
and put a fleet of 1.000 or more 
“mosquito" planes on east coast 
anti-submarine patrol. 
The 
measure, 
delayed 
reaching the Senate fro: i 
House, 
la slated 
to get to 
floor by 
Thursday noon, 
some committee members said it 
might be held off until Monday. 
Sen. Brooks I Hi of IU., said af­ 
ter appearance of Civilian Defense 
Director James M Landis before 
the committee, that the plan to use 
the fleet of small planes looked 
hopeful. 
About 2,000 of the planes, all 
owned by experienced pilots, are 
now under control of the Office of 
Civilian Defense. Only a few of 
them have been used so far in 
searching out submarines and this 
was done on a volunteer basis. 
Brooks 
has 
been 
demanding 
that the entire fleet be put on ac­ 
tive duty and the pilots paid regu­ 
lar aalaries. The planes would op­ 
erate over a 50-mile radius, carry 
two-way 
radios, a rubber 
life 
boat and three depth charges of 
IOO pounds each—just enough to 
keep submarines under water. 
The bill sets up a $36,677,450 
fund to train civilian pilots for 
this 
and 
other 
inland 
patrol 
work. However, another $36,000,- 
000 appropriation for the same 
purpose has already passed both 
houses, so that a total of $72,677,- 
450 will actually be available.

They were charged with violation 
of “the law of war** covering both 
sabotage and espionage, accused 
of violating the 18th article of 
war prohibiting sabotage and the 
82nd article forbidding espionage, 
and also charged with conspiracy 
to commit sabotage and esplon- 
age. 
The Office of War Information 
promised "statements from time 
to time on the progress of the 
trial," but the military decreed si­ 
lence about all arrangements, and 
backed the order up by using uni­ 
formed guards and secret confer­ 
ence rooms. Even a wooden bar­ 
ricade was especially built in a 
hall near the trial room for the 
double purpose of preventing any 
possible break for freedom by the 
Nazis and of hiding them from the 
Washington crowds. 
The three Army officers ap­ 
pointed to act as defense counsel 
for the erstwhile saboteurs gave 
notice that lf one of the Nazis was 
tried 
separately and 
convicted, 
they would challenge the right of 
the commission to try the other 
seven on the grounds it would al­ 
ready be prejudiced and biased by 
the first trial. 
With the move, the three offi­ 
cers—Col. Cassius M. Dowell, CW. 
Kenneth Royall and Col. Carl L. 
Ristine—forestalled reported gov­ 
ernment plans to try the sabo­ 
teurs separately. 
To Defend Rights 
Colleagues of the officers said 
that none of the three Uked the 
assignment of defending the ac­ 
cused enemies of this nation but 
all took solemn oaths that they 
would defend the rights of the 
saboteurs to the utmost, a regular 
procedure in military trials. Thus 
sworn, the three attorneys were 
said to be ready to uae every legal 
weapon possible in the defense. 
A motion to delay the trial alao 
was drafted by the defense and 
uae of writs of habeas corpus is 
possible. Although the proclama­ 
tion by. President Roosevelt set­ 
ting up the commission took away 
the right of the saboteurs to ap­ 
peal to the civil court* such an 
appeal may be made so that the 
record will show that every con­ 
ceivable defense step was taken. 
Col. Ristine, a native of Lexing­ 
ton, Mo., entered the trial at the 
last moment. 
He was appointed 
aa special Army defense counselor 
for one of the Germans, 30-year- 
old George Dasch. 
Col. Ristine 
would only say that "there must 
be a confact of interests" in the 
case of Dasch and the other seven 
saboteurs. 
Appointment of a special coun­ 
sel for Dasch caused wide specu­ 
lation. Among theories advanced 
in 
authoritative 
sources 
was 
that Dasch was actually an FBI 
plant who tipped off authorities 
to the plan of the Reich to land 
spies on American shores with 
money and explosives to blow up 
munition plants to halt plane pro­ 
duction. Others 
speculated that 
Dasch might have been ringlead­ 
er of the Nazis and also a Ger­ 
man 
military officer who 
de­ 
manded 
special counsel. 
There 
also wfere 
reports that Dasch 
would be used as a government 
witness at the trial.

OTTAWA, July 8—The Cana­ 
dian government had full power 
today to aend conscripted men to 
fight overseas. 
Restrictions, that limited Ca­ 
nadian draftees to service in the 
Dominion, were lifted last night 
by a vote of 158 to 54 in the 
House of Commons. 
At the same time, the 
law­ 
making body, approved a procla­ 
mation extending the draft age 
limit to include all single men 
and childless 
widowers between 
the ages of 20 and 40. 
Before the vote was recorded, 
Prime Minister W. L. MacKenzie 
King pointed out that the govern­ 
ment should be given the added 
power "at thii gravest crises of 
the world’s history." 
"Remoteness and distance pro­ 
vide no protection," he said. “In 
this war, overseas has in reality 
lost its meaning. The conflict is 
one, Bingle and indivisible, whe­ 
ther, it ie fought on the Bands of 
Egypt, on the steppes of Russia, 
on the islands of the Pacific, in 
the Arctic waste* or in the skies 
over Britain and Germany and 
the conquered countries of Eur­ 
ope." 
Action by the House of Com­ 
mons was a sequel to the plebis­ 
cite last March when the Cana­ 
dian people voted overwhelmingly 
to give the government power to 
send draftees overseas if it be­ 
came necessary.

Report on the New Method of 
Treating Infantile Paralysis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
ABOUT TWO YEARS ago 
M iss Elizabeth Kenny of Brisbane, 
Australia, came to America to pre­ 
sent her method of treating infan­ 
tile paralysis. The idea behind the 
method, as pointed out in this col­ 
umn several times, was early at­ 
tention to muscle spasm, first by

the use of moist heat and then by 
movements of the affected muscles. 
The principle point of departure 
between this method and the ones 
employed by most orthopedic sur­ 
geons heretofore is in the aban­ 
donment of splints and casts in 
the early stage. 
Miss Kenny has been working 
in the United States for two years 
in recognized clinics and the re­ 
ports of her work have just been 
published. The report states that 
the patients treated have all made 
a far more satisfactory recovery 
than they would have made by any 
previously known method. No de­ 
formities have occurred in spite 
of the complete omission of splint­ 
ing. 
Reduces Deformities 
It is unfortunate that the news­ 
paper reports to the public have 
to often used the word “cure” in 
relation to the Kenny treatment. 
It is not a cure in the sense that it 
is guaranteed to prevent any pos­ 
sible paralysis following a severe 
case of infantile paralysis. What 
it does do is to reduce the deformi­ 
ties, which are a sequel of the dis­ 
case, to a minimum. 
• 
In order to explain what is 
meant by spasm, it must be re­ 
membered that every part of the 
body, every joint, has two sets of 
muscles which work antagonisti­ 
cally. For instance, you have a set 
of muscles which raise your wrist 
and one which pull it down. Now 
if in an attack of infantile paraly­ 
sis one of these sets of muscles is 
paralyzed, the other will, by going 
into spasm, pull the joint awry 


and perhaps result in a perma­ 
nent paralysis. 
Miss Kenny’s idea is to calm 
these muscles down, first by the 
application of moist heat’ and 
thee by moving the muscles gently, 
try to restore as much natural 
balance as possible. No one should 
expect, even with this treatment, 
that every case will come out with­ 
out any paralysis at all. 
The fellowing words are those 
of en experienced physician who 
has watched the Kenny method in 
operation: ''Paralysis is unfortu­ 
nately a feature of the disease, 
but paralysis proved after all to 
be a minor consideration in most 
cases of infantile paralysis Mus­ 
cle spasm and incoordination are 
far more damaging to the bodily 
mechanics. 
The Kenny method 
when properly applied will reduce 
the crippling effects of the disease 
of infantile paralysis. Within the 
limits of the present knowledge 
and means of treatment of the dis­ 
ease it offers the patient the maxi­ 
mum assurance of recovery and 
restoration of function of his mo­ 
tor system. Deformities have been 
outlawed.” 
I know that a great many or­ 
thopedic surgeons are visiting the 
Kenny clinic at the present time 
in order to see for themselves th# 
methods employed and the effects 
i 
of treatment. All that I have 
talked to agree that it is an enor­ 
mous advance in the prevention of 
atrophy, deformity of muscles, the 
rapidity of recovery and the ex­ 
tent of recovery.
